Lady Frederick Cavendish.

LONDON, May 8.—Lady Frederick 
Oavendish left London to-day for 
Ohaseworth. 
Prior to her departure 
Gladstone called upon her to bid her 
farewell, and both were much over 
come during the interview. 


After Lady Frederick 
Cavendish 
had left here a telegram to her Irom 
the ladies' land league was received, 
expressing the hope that she did not 
believe the Irish people were sunk so 
low as to murder one who had brought 
a peace oflFering to Ireland. 


THE H0Ü8E OF LORDS. 
In the house of lords. Earl Gran 
ville moved adjournment until to- 
morrow. 
He delivered an eulogy on 
Lord Frederick Cavendieh, who, he 
sfoid, had suffered a shocking death, 
but a glorious one, for he had fallen 
in the service of his country. 


Lord Salisbury seconded the mo- 
tion. 
He remarked that though this 
was not an occasion for political ob- 
servations, he had no doubt the course 
taken to-night would be only a pre- 
lude to stern and vigorous action. 
The house then adjourned. 


THE H0Ü8E OF COMMONS, 
Every part of the house of com- 
mons Ht the opening of the session 
was crowded this afternoon. At 4:20 
Gladstone arose, and with great emo- 
tion and in a tremulous voice moved 
an adjournment of the house. 
He 
said tbe blackness of the crime and 
tbe horror it excited throughout .the 
entire kingdom were unparallelled. 
In the murder of Burke, he said, they 
have been robbed of one of 
the 
ablest and most upright members of 
the civil service, but the hand of the 
assassin had came nearer home, and 
two of the noblest of hearts had 
ceaifd beating while full of hope and 
love for Ireland. 
As far as the gov- 
rnment were concerncd all previous 
arran. ements must be recast. 
Thürs 
day next he (Gladgtone) would ask 
tbe houee for leave to introduce a 
measure for the repression of crime in 
Ireland. 
He believed be would be 
assisted from all quarters of the house. 
On an early day he would introduce a 
measure for dealing with the question 
of arrears of rent. 


Sir„Stafl®rd Northcote seconded the 
motion of Gladstone for adjourn- 
ment. 
He promised the opposition 
would support the goverrnment in 
measures for the repression of crime. 
He considered the occasion too sad 
for more than a passing tribute of re- 
spect to the deceased. 


Parnell expressed detestation of all 
Irishmen for the crime. 
He said he 
believed it was committed in order 
to frustrate his cause. 
He did not 
deny the government might be cem- 
pelled to take steps to restore order in 
Ireland. 
He was of the opinion that 
the crime was the work of those to 
whom he had always been opposed. 


Forster, who has just retired from 
the chief 
seeretaryship ol Ireland, 
aod Jamea Lawther, who held that 
office under tbe last conservative ad 
ministration, eulogized under Secre* 
tary Burke for his unwearying dili- 
gence. 


The house then adjourned until 
Thursday.
